Wooden, secretary of the city board 
of health, following

1 he state board, in which no traces 
of disease germs have been found 
in the water.

city water each day, and so, far has

arouse suspicion.

The'state board of health is of 


1 he'opinion thai the worms have 
been bred in the mains, prq)»'ably at 
1h-c dead ends of the 
lines. Th< 


" -worims are described as 'being 
pin 


worms, resembling an ordinary steel 
pin, 
and when agitated or molested, 


they curl up. 


The worms are harmless, accord- 


ing'to the state lioard, and do not 
contaminate the water. It is the first 
time that such a thing has 
shown 


up in the water Jiere, and 
is a. 


source of worry and troulile to A. 
T. Milton, superintendent of 
tiie 


plant, and other olfieials. 


Dr. Wooden, in his statement to- 


day, said that- while there was no 
danget of disease in the water, yet 


, if people arc fearful of the conse- 
<ine»ces, it would ease their minds 
no doubt, it' they would boU the wa- 
ter for drinking (purposes, although 
it is not regarded as necessary. 


Following 
the recommendations 


of the state iioard 
of health, the 


mains were flushed shortly 
after 


midnight, in an effort to force out 
any of the worms ihat are in the 
dead ends. This process 
will 
be 


consinucd for several days, 
and 


high, pressure will lie used to thor- 
oughly clean the. mains. The fire hy- 
drants all over the city 
-will 
be 


opened, and all lines cleaned, 
as 


recommended by the state board. 


A d<i5ly report over the telephone 


is received by Mr. Mahin. concern- 
ing the water, so that close touch 
is kept and no chanc'e taken of any 
disease showing up. The state board 
will send a representative here soon, 
he said, in order to cheek over the 
situation. 


The -worms were first found 
a 


few weeks ago on Harrison street, 
near Third, and were found in two 
homes. In order to clear the lines 
at that time, the 
reservoir 
was 


drained, and 'cleaned, and ,it

thought that the danger had passed.
